limited number of growers can offer new apple varieties” 

One of those newbie’s is the SweeTango apple, a cross be- 
tween the Honeycrisp and the Zestar varieties. . 

_“SweeTango has the crunch of the Honeycrisp,” states Dave 
White, of Interwater Farms in Elk Rapids, who offers the new 
variety, “and a very complex flavor with some sweetness and 
some tartness. Some people say they can detect a hint of cin- 
namon. Everyone seems to taste something a little differ- 
ent...but they all like it. It is primarily an eating apple, but

New services should 
wait, however, in light of the 
economy. 

“T think the next couple of 
years at least will be ones in 
which prudence is the best 
thing we can offer the people 
paying the bills,” she said.

_box specifically for entering any amount you want ap- 
plied directly to the principle. This method is okay, too. 
Just make sure you keep a good, solid record of the 
monthly and overall amount you’ve designated to be 
applied only to the principle. 

Trust me, follow these guidelines and you'll be 
much less.likely to run into a sticky situation because 
some bozo threw the check into an escrow account or 
chalked it up as a:pre-paid payment!

East Jordan 
Playground Named 


A playground committee was formed in the fall of 
2008 that consisted of members of the Lions & Lioness _ 
Clubs and Tom Cannon, East Jordan Parks Director. The 
playground was built in an unused section of the Tourist 
Park. The area was chosen because of its location near the 
basketball, tennis courts and baseball fields of the Murphy 
Park recreation area. It is also the only playground located 
on the west part of town. 

The committee raised over $54,000 in the first year. 

Fundraising began in the winter of 2009 with a “penny 
drive” at the East Jordan Elementary School that raised 
over $2,000! Letters were sent out to local businesses as 
well as parents of the community about our project and 
how everyone could help. A list of all donors will be placed 
on a sign at the playground next spring. Fundraising efforts 
continued into the summer with events at the Freedom Fes- 
tival as well as grants from Great Lakes Energy as well as 
the Charlevoix County Community Foundation who gen- 
erously gave $16,000. Lowe’s in Petoskey was also very gen- 
erous with building supplies and volunteers. 

A contest to name the playground took place at the el- 
ementary school with Gabby Snyder winning. There will 
be a ribbon cutting ceremony next spring where Gabby will 
also be on hand. 

A second phase of the playground is being planned for 
next spring that will include a structure suitable for 2-5 
year old children. There is also a climbing rock being 
planned that will complete the project. 

The playground was built with 100% volunteers. All 
funding for the project has been done without any City fi- 
nances being used. 


Girls on the Run, a national organiza- 
tion for 3rd through 5th grade girls, enters 
its fall season at Boyne City Elementary 
School. 

“It’s about teamwork, having fun and 
meeting new people. I’ve learned about 
friendship and encouraging others,” said 
fourth grader, Aurora Seelye, a second year 
participant. 

The goal of Girls on n the Run, which was 
founded by Molly Barker in Charlotte, 
North Carolina in 1996, is to encourage pos- 
itive emotional, social, mental and physical 
development. Through self-esteem enhanc- 
ing workouts, these girls will spend the next 
ten weeks training to complete a 5K (3.1 
miles) race. It is currently offered in over 150 
cities across North America. 

“This great program was available for 


girls in Petoskey, Harbor Springs and 
Charlevoix for the past few years. There was 
an opportunity to bring it to Boyne City Ele- 
mentary School last spring with 14 girls will- 
ing to give it a try. These girls enjoyed it so 
much, we brought it back for a fall season,” 
said Coach Kristin Bates. 

The program meets twice a week after 
school and will conclude with a 5K race and 
picnic in mid November. For the race, each 
girl will have a sponsor running alongside 
her. These sponsors range from parents to 
neighbors to older siblings and include sev- 
eral schoolteachers. 

“Last season, all fourteen girls com- 
pleted the Bay Harbor 5K. The weather con- 
ditions were absolutely horrible, which 
shows you what is possible with enough en- 
couragement and support,’ said Bates. 


Girls on the Run Begins in Boyne 


There are 9 returning runners, with 14 
new students joining the team. This fall’s vol- 
unteers are: Coach Robin Brzezinski and As- 


- sistant Coaches Lisa Kruzel and Michelle 


Seelye. In addition to training, Girls on the 
Run participants must complete a commu- 
nity service project. 

“Girls on the Run has been a huge suc- 
cess here at Boyne City schools,’ said Sue 
Hoffman, Social Worker, “Watching our girls 
grow in self-esteem and self-confidence 
from participating in the program has been 
amazing!” 

Watch for the Girls downtown during 
Boyne City Harvest Festival. They are having 
a bake sale to help with the cost of the pro- 
gram.

BOYNE CITY COMMISSION MEETING, OCT. 13, 2009 
Citizens give opinions on revenue

BOYNE CITY — The renewal of the 
city’s Downtown Development Authority, 
also known as the Main Street Program, was 
discussed at length at the city commission: 
meeting on Tuesday, Oct. 13, but no decision 
was made. - 

Many comments were made by residents 


and business members with nearly everyone 
who spoke indicating that the DDA/Main 
Street Program is well run and successful in 
improving the city’s downtown. The 30-year 
time period requested by the program to col- 
lect the tax revenue and concern for other 
city needs were more the issue. 
Resident Tom Burke said he was in favor 
of the DDA/Main Street renewal, but that he 


didn’t favor a decision to “hand money carte 


blanche” to the program for 30 years. The 


time period for the DDA/Main Street was 15 
years, but the program asks for 30 years in its 


renewal request. 
“I don’t want you to think we’re com- 
plaining about the job the DDA has done,” 


resident Connie Smith told commissioners. “I 


voted for the millage for the library, and I 
voted for the millage for the senior center. 


Nowhere did it say one-quarter of this mill- 


age would go to the DDA. We’re getting it 


from the feds, we’re getting it from the state, 


we can’t get it from the city.too.”
